CURRENT SITUATION: Units in Montana, Minnesota, and Michigan are
reporting high to very high fire dangers. Several units in Arizona and a
few in New Mexico continue to report very high to extreme fire dangers. A
BLM reconnaissance plane crashed yesterday while doing a routine flight.
The pilot was fatally injured in this accident.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

CALIMESA, Riverside Ranger Unit, California State. The fire surrounded a
mobile home park, destroying 6 of the mobile homes in the community of
Calimesa, CA. A fatality to one of the residents from smoke inhalation
was reported.

OUTLOOK: An upper level trough along the northern California coast will
bring locally breezy conditions.

Partly to mostly cloudy skies with scattered showers and thunderstorms are
forecast for Alaska. Highs will range from the 50"s to the lower 70°s.
